BOARD OF REVIEW 
ORDERED 10 SIFT 
MILLIONS IN TAXES 


Supreme Court Upholds Man- 
—damus Suit of Illinois Re- 
form Association. 


RIGH CHICAGOANS ON LIST 


Decision Forces Reviewers to Hear 
Evidence That $200,000,000 
in Stocks Were Hidden. 


RULING VICTORY FOR FRED W. JONES 


Prank W. Jones leaped into the limelight 
with a loud noise yesterday afternoon when 
the Supreme court of the state of Dlinois 
handed down a decision favoring & man- 
damus suit The decision was on an appeal 
taken by Mr.-Jones from Cook county. The 
sdit sought to compel the board of review'to 
assess somre §200,000,000 in personal property. 
The property, Mr. Jones contended, belonged 
to sixty-odd Chicago millionaires. 

Mr. Jones carries the toga of the Dlinci® 
Tax Reform association. He succeeded Max- 
well Bdgar to that position when Mr. Edgar 
suddenly foand himself without the pale of 
the organization he had created. 


Back Taxes Put at $200,000 ,000. 

Mr. Jones ofiginally fled ih court A list 
headed by J. Ogden Armour, Arthur Meeker, 
Bdéward Morris, John J. Mit¢hell, and other 
of Chicago's men of wealth, alleging they 
had evaded paying taxes on stocks and bonds 
he contended they held tn their etrong vauits. 

The stocks and bonds wére alleged to be In 
corporations foreign to this state. Mr.Jotes 
demanded that they be forced to pay back 
taxes on property amounting to $200,000,000 
for &@ period of six years back. 

Mr. Jones figured that under the cifcoum- 
stances they stfould be commpelied to pay on & 
‘total of $1,200,000,000. The tax, as Mr. Jones 
figured it, would amount to about $15,000,000. 

When the Supreme court decision was first 
received # appeared that Mr. Jones had won 
a terrific victory. Peruaal of the decision 
in full, however, indicated that the aileged 
$15.000,000 in taxes woukd not have te be 
paid ail at oncetf at) all. 


What Desision Holds. 

The Supreme court merely held that the 
board of review was compelled to hear Mr. 
Jones’ charges of secreted property on its 
merits, taking up each indtvidual case te 
gee Whether or not the millionaires actually 
did hold the property Mr. Jones alleged they 
owned. 

In ¢ase the board of review found the tx 
association’s charges to be true it is come 
pelled, according to the court, to assess taxes 
eguinst the individual defendants for the 
six years covered by the allegations. 

The court delivered its decision on «a suit 
brought two years ago by the reform 4asso- 
ciation. The decision declares it is the plain 
duty of the board of review to determine 
the amount and value of the property 
omitted. But the court goes further, stating 
that it would not enter into a hearing te 
determine such valuation. 


Board Refused to Act. 

When Mr. Jones took his lists of stocks 
and bonds before the board two rears aco 
the board refused to act. Its members heid 
they did not have sufficient evidence to prove 
the stocks and bonds were actually in the 
possession of the persone named. They also 
refused to make any extended examination 
of. the persons whose names were furnished 
by Mr. Jones hig colleagues. 

The attorneys in the suit for the reform 
eesociation are Henry M. Ashton, William 
Capesius, and David K. Tone. These mea 
with the chief informant, Mr. Jones, wiil 
claim the credit for having saved the city 
and county whatever sum is collected in 
back taxes from the capitalists. Some time 
ago Attorney Edgar Robert Dee and Oecsian 
Cameron collected back taxes amounting to 
$185,000 for the state. Attorney Edgar filed 
a claim for $40,000, of more than 20 per cent 
of the sut recovered. The attorneys were 
awarded a fee of $7,500. A 20 per cent daim, 
if Jones won a $15,000,000 tax, would be 
$3,000,000."” 

“Tam more than glad to hear the Supreme 
court decided in owr favor,” said Mr. Jones. 
“Tt hope we will actwally collect the 
$15,000,000.”" 


Jones Won’t Ask for Anything. 

“Will you ask for a suitable reward for 
your services in case the money is collect- 
ed?’ Mr. Jones was asked. 

“I will ask for nothing," he eaid emphatic- 
ally. “ Thete ig noe law in, this state to pro- 
vide rewards for such service. The attor 
neye who have Lought the case undoubtedly 
will ask for a fee. I don't know what they 
wil) ask.” 

**T have no clear recollection 6f Mr. Jones,” 
said Fred W. Upham of the board of review. 
“Tt seertie to tie he brought in a lot of liste 
of personal property he said was owned by 
Chicago men and women. He was unable to 
sudetantiate his assertions. ‘\Vé¢ gave hit a 
hearing.” 

After quoting at length the different pro- 
visions of the conetitution and the «ctatutes 
relating to matters of taxation, including the 
paragraphs which review the doties of the 
Board of review, the decision of the Supreme 
court says in part:

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LOWER INSURANCE RATES 
FOR ILLINOIS ADVOCATED. 
Saving of $500;000' for’ Chicago Alone 


if Recommendations to Legislative 
Board Are Carried Out. 


Lower insurance rates for Illiflois were ad. 
vocated yesterday at a meeting in Hotel La 
Salle of the legislative commiittee investi- 
gating that subject. A saving for Chicagp 
alone of $500.000 is indicated, if the recom- 
mendations made before the committée are 
carried out, 

Over a year ahs the Illinois insurance com- 
mission, a state’ body of insurance men, 
strongly condemned rates of the Chicago 
board of underwriters in its annual report. 
The board ignored the protest and tabled a 
resolution to reduce the rates fixed by the 
Dean schedule. 

H. B.. Seely, a fire insurence expert, pre- 
sented statistics to the committee to show 
that the rate in Chicago is abnormally high. 
The schedule written by A. F.’Dean, he said. 
hed been formed to embody an arbitrery in- 
crease of rates for certain clasees amounting 
to 2 per cent.

Divorce Decision in Part, 

‘The deciaion in part is aa follows: 

“I don’t know whether or not counsel ex- 
pect ‘me to decide this case now, but my 
mind is made up, and has been for some 
time, and I don’t know that any good will 
come of a further delay.” _ 

“Such a case as this might well be dis- 
posed of outside of court, and it ought to be 
done largely on the grounds of public policy. 
I don’t think ft*is of great benefit to a com- 
munity to havea case such as this aired in 
the newspapers—aired as often and eo fre- 
quently with such peculiar facts as testified 
to in this case. 

“T think Mr. Short in his argument indi- 
cated the inseparable obstacle in the way of 
finding this woman innocent. Neither would 
I find that Mrs. Mary Whitlock and her sons 
entered into a conspiracy, the purpose cof 
which was to get some money out of Dr. 
O'Byrne. That is the theory on the wife's 
side of the case, but Iam unable to arrive 
at it. 

“No good will come from continuing the 


“case, and I have not. the least doubt as to 


what my decision should be. I am sorry 
for Mrs. Whitlock, for she is a woman of 
many ‘estimable qualities, which impressed 
me when. she was on the witness stand. 

“I think if conditions werea little different 
she might have lived with her husband a 
long and happy, life and it is unfortunate that 
she ever became acquainted with Dr. 
O'Byrne.

council resolution of Ald. Bilis Geiger last 
night stood between the United Police and 
the searching investigation of the police as- 
sociation which is to be made by the city civil 
service commission. 

The resolution providing for an.inquiry into 
the membership and activities of the asso- 
ciation, which has beem branded by the merit 
board as “ inimical to the best interests of 
police discipline.” will be signed by the ex- 
ecutive as soon as it reaches his office from 
the city clerk, probably this morning. 

At the civil service rooms it was said the 
investigation would be. put under full head- 
way as soon as the mayor acted. It is ex- 
pected the disclosures of the inner workings 
of the organization—its political manipuia- 
tions and “ slush fund ” collections—will be 
fully as sensational as the graft showing 
made by the commiesion in its gemeral police 
inquiry a year azo. 


Capt. Baer Before Commission. 


| Two preliminary. bombs were,exploded tn 


the ranks of the walting police during the 
day. The civil service commisston invited 
Capt, “ Barney ’’. Baer to explain a newspa- 
per interview in which he accused the civil 
service commission of “framing up’’ the 
proposed police reorganization ordinance to 
create a posttion for Maj. James Miles, head 
of its efficiency division. 

While the captain was sweating before the 
commission the mayor advised Chief Mc- 
Weeny that membersof the department were 
giving out too many interviews and doing too 
little police work, 

Baer was told flatly that he would have to 
make a public apology for his tnterview, 
which he denied to the Gommission, and he 
gave a solemn promise he would prepare a 
letter for the press. . His denial of the Inter- 
view was made in the face of the assertions 
of two reporters toewhom he had talked. 


Baer Brings In Chief’s Name. 

The captain added that he had not tried to 
influence a single alderman against the pro- 
posed police reorganization ordinance which 
is fought by the United Police. He said the 
only tithe he had discussed the measure with 
a member of the council was in the presence 
of the chief. 

“The chief called us down to his office to 
talk over the ordinance,” he said, “ and AW. 
Geiger came in and we all went over the or- 
dimance. 

Chief McWeeny later in the day dented 
Baer’s assertion that the chief had calied the 
captains together to talk over the pending 
ordinance. 

“T did’ no such thing,’ the chief said. “I 
called. the captains to my office, and the firet 
thing I eaid to them was that I nad got 
them together to talk over the burglaries in 
the city. That's the truth and that’s what 
the meeting was called for.”

Greeks Claim a Victory. 
ATHENS, Dec. 17:.—Theée ministry of ma- 
rine has made public the details of a naval 
battle fought yesterday, Outside the Darda- 
nelles as reported by the commander of the 
Greek cestrdyer squadron. 
“ Yesterday . morning,” eaid the report, 
“our fleet, consistirg of the battleships 
Spetsal. Peara, and Hydra, the armored 


cruiser Géorgio Averof, and four. scouts, 
cruised towards the northern side of the en- 
trance of the Dardanelles. Acting under or- 


ees from the commander in chief, I joined 


the fleet with nine destroyera. 

“The Turkish warships formed in line of 
battle under the guns of the forts at Sedil- 
Bahr and opened fire. We replied at a dis- 
tance of five and one-half miles, advancing 
to three. Both the forts and the warships 
engaged in the firing, while the Messudieh 
and the light flotilla of the enemiy stationed 
under the forts of Kum Kaleh also began 
operations. 

“ After an hour’s engagement the enemy 
retired in disorder, considerably damaged, 
according to private information." 


TANGLE IN PEACE PLANS. 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—The peace conference 
was interrupted today by a complication re- 
sulting from the policy of Greece in waging 
war and negotiating peace simultaneously. 
The Turkish delegation announced. today 
that it was empowered to confer only with 
the three Balkan kingdoms which signed 


the armistice at-Tchatalja, and as a conse- 
quence adjournment was taken until Thure- 
day to enable the Turks te obtain instruc. 
tions. 

The prospects for a successful issue. are 
enhanced by the declaration of the Turks 
that they have been given plenary powers 
to arrange and sign a treaty of peace.

Intensive Agriculture Rather than 
. Extensive Required. 


Graduates who are likely to come under 
the general sway of the back-to-the-farm 
movement were given a jolt yesterday by Dr. 


: Edwin Erle Sparks, president of Pennsylva- 


Bia State college, who delivered the eighty- 
fifth convocation address of the University 
of Chicago in Mande! hali. 

Dr. Sparks said the back-to-the-farm move- 
ment is the most widespread and the most 
increasing change ever to occur in thie coun- 
try, Dut that it meant clsaster to many pro- 
fessiona] men, or city bred persons, who think 
it possible to revive an old homestead farm 
and become rich thereby. 

The increasing importance of agriculture 
makes it one of the most scientific of occu- 
Pations, according to the speaker, and for this 
reason success can only be obtained by the 
scientific farmer, trained in intensive farm- 
ing. 


Foresees Loss of Fortunes, 
“Many unsuccessful ventures, loss of for- 
tunes, and blasted hopes must follow in 
the wake of the movement to rehabilitate 
the farm, "he said, 
“When a home made egg costs more than 


| an imported orange the plain hen assumes a 


new importance as a source of possible 
wealth, especially with her climatic ability. 

“ Contemplating these would be farmers 
it may be said agriculture is the most popu- 
lar diversion in the minds of the American 
public’ today. The millionaire freely spends 
his surplus on his farm. 

“ A more numerous and more to be pitied 
class is found in persons of various profes- 
sions and occupations who aspire to become 
farmers. Story papers print fascinating 
articles about down and out men, who, hav- 
ing failed in his profession in the city, sets 
forth with a brave wife at hi@ side and finds a 
deserted cottage on an abandoned farm 
which is bought for a song.’’

The strength developed by the United 
Police at Monday night’s 
challenges the people of Chicago. No com 
munity can afford to be at the y of ag 
organization within an organization for the 
public safety. The investigation voted at 
the meeting should be drastic. The public 
will demand it and support it. Police condi- 
tions in this city are flagrant now. Itisa 
poor time, when the news is full of boldups 
and burglaries, for a police cabal to brandish 
the big stick. 

On the same page of Tax Turscuns which 
contained the startling story of $200,000 
losses by burglary within a few weeks ap- 
peared an interview with the chief of police, 
who calls the carefully considered police 
reorganization bill a “joke” and emits the 
following gem of official wisdom: 

lm is a big joke—that ordinance. Why, what 
does the smartest lawvyer or judge or business man 
know about police work? Think of putting « 
civilian in to run coppers. Theat is just what you 
could expect from a let of wise guys. 


It might be suggested to the gentleman 
who assumes this lofty attitnde that it was 
he who “didn’t know there was gambling 
in Chicago,” though a detail went out and 
made successful raids hardly a stone’s throw 
from his desk. 

The police situation is an old story. “But 
it can be corrected if public opinion keeps 
as active as it should.. Life and property 
should be far more secure in Chicago than 
they are and a steadily progressive police 
reform is long overdue. | 


SHILLY SHALLY OR WORSE? 

The handling of the garbage question by 
the council finance committee does no credit 
to the members of that important body. 

A full year hgs gone by since the Merriam 
commission made its wise recommendation 
that the whole subject of the collection and 
disposal of city waste be studied and a thor- 
ough system be adopted on the basis of the 
conclusions reached.

} than a year ago. , 

Is that the purpose of all this delay? 


It is to be hoped not, but, if not, the finance |. 


committee owes it to the city and to the rec- 
ord of its own members to get this question 


} on the way at once to right settlement. The 


acting city engineer, Col. Allen, has advised 
the committee to reject the recent bids and 
recommended that nothing permanent 


i should be done until a thorough investiga- 


tion of the whole subject be had. To this 
the City club committee adds that the terme 
upon which the Chicago Reduction company 
will extend their services for a period no 
longer than sufficient to make the proposed 
investigation be ascertained without further 
delay. 

The handling of this garbage problem by 
the finance committee is discreditable and 
suspicious.

‘DE FONTENOY. 


om REECE’S -crown prince has been 
placed in a somewhat embarrassing 
position through the indiscretion .of 
Capt. Walter Christmas, formerty of 

, the Danish navy, in giving out for 
publication in the Copenhagen newepspers 
some private letters which he had received 
from the Greek heir apparent. 

The prince, writing from Saloniki—that is 
to say, from the seat of war—etates that 
a confidential communique by the Balkan 
states, describing their allignce. their scheme 
for a campaign against Turkey. and their 
partition of Euvrepean Turkey, wae submit- 
ted to Russia and approved by the czar’s 
government so far back as last spring. 

From St Petersburg it was strongly recom- 
mended that the war should not be com- 
menced before the spring of 1918. 

However, Turkey's weaknéss after fts 
struggle with Italy caused the Balkan allies 
te precipitate matters, and to embark upon 
hostilities lest autumn, quite prematurely 
from a Russian point of view. ; ‘ 

This proves definitely that Russia was at 
any rate in sympathy with the attack on the 
Ottoman empire, and was not taken by sur- 
prise. as has been alleged at St. Petersburg. 
Consequently the czar will not thank his 
cousin, the crown prince of Greece, for his 
revelations, or for bestowing his confidence 
upon so indiscreet a friend as Capt. Christ- 
mas. 

The officer bears a patronymic that is not 
unknown on this side of the Atlantic. It 
came prominently to the fore some years ago 
in connection with some rather unpleasan: 
negotiations looking to the sale of the Danish 
islande in the West Indies to the United 
States,

The official title of the crown prince, by 
the by, is the dladochos, which is the Greek 
for “successor to the throne” (diadochos 
tou threneu). It may be as weil to explain 
this, as considerable confusion has been 
caused by the publication of articles and dis- 
Patches in the Buropean, American, and 
Canadian press to the effect that the Greek 
troops who captured Saloniki were under 
the command of a mysterious Gen. 
‘* Diadoohes,”. of, as given by the French 
papers, “ Gen. Diadoque.”’ 

The crown prince's younger brothers are 
styled, not princes, but “ bazileopais,”” which 
may be translated “ chikiren of the king.”

Shortly aftervhis accession to the earldom 
the present Lord Lanesborough beaame in- 
volved in a somewhat sensational suit 
against a clergyman, the Rev. J. Murray 
Dixon, rector of Loughborough. in Leicester- 
shire, for the recovery of sums amounting 
to several thousand pounds, which, it ap- 
peared. he had obtained in some fashion or 
other from the late earl, who was far from 
being a rich man, and had, moreover, a num- 
ber of children. 

All the testimony went to show that th- 
late earl, who was a man of unbusinesslike 
habits. had allowed himself to be induced t» 
lend more money to the clergyman, who had 
used hig influence as the old peer’s spiritual 
adviser to obtain the loans. 

Lord Lanesborough had neglected to take 
any statement in writing from the parson 


to the effect that the money was merely a 


good natured loan, and, on the strength of 
this, the clergyman advanced the theory, 
efter the earl's death, | that it had been a gift. 

After a lengthy trial the rector was de- 
feated and was condemned to refund the 
full amount thet he had obtained from the 
late earl, besides being roundly scored by the 
presiding judge.

Its present chief, Sir Frederick Pollock, is 
a frequent visitor to this country and is 
known on this side of the Atlantic as the 
editor of the British “ Law Reporta,” and 
as professor of jurisprudence at Oxford. 

The office of chamberiain of the city of 
London, which carries with it a salary of 
$15,000. is ancient, dating from the time of 
the Norman conquest. 

Originally the chamberiain was appointed 
by the sovereign; and King John, in his char- 
ter to the city of London, expressly reserved 
to the crown the grant of this office. In fact, 
it wes not until more then @ hundred years 
later that Edward IT. permitted the election 
of the chamberlain by the municipality. 

This connection of the office with the crown 
is commemorated by the fact that to this day 
the official title of its occupant is “ cham:- 
berlain and controller of the king’s cham 
ber.” 

The chamberlain keeps the accounts of the 
city, and the immense sums of money de- 
rived from rents, dues, arid market tolls 
Pass each year through his hands. He is, 


moreover, the recognized public orator of 
the city of London. 


When some great | pitted some philar- 
thropist, statesman, or traveler has won the | 
good will of Great Britain the city of London 
usually adds its leaf to the wreath by pre- 
senting him with its freedom. 

Now the freedom of the city of London is 
not, as some suppose, a mere parchment en- 
shrined in an appropriate casket. It is a 
state of being which carries with it a num- 
ber of privileges, Sadi the also certain obil- 
gations. 

Consequently when’ the recipient becomes 
a freeman of London he takes the oath and 
signs the parchment.

Maywood, Ill., Dec. 13.—[To the Friend 
of the People.J—-I wish to call sign 
tention to the extremely 
tion in which the cars of the Pow nog 
BRigin and- Chicago interurban railway 
are kept. The temperature is abnormally 
high, due to the heat being on almost 
constantly regardless of the weather, 80 
that the unfortunate victim sitting next 
to the window is heated beyond endur- 
ance.

rust. This will happen when a car is traveling 
but a few miles under these conditions. Hence it 
is impossible at such times to keep windows bright 
and clean when the car is in service.

I have traveled througn Mexico from La- 
redo on the north to Teotitlan in the south- 
western part, and from there across the 
northern end of Oaxaca to Alvarado on the 
gulf, and mowhere did I find a single Ameri- 
can who considered his protection by his gov- 
ernmem adequate, nor did I see a single 
Mexican who had any respect for the United 
States or its citizens as such.

VITAL IMPORT TO PEOPLE. 


B. F. Harris Emphasizes Need 
for Special Instruction 
in Farming. 


Besides the Commercial club or Cooley 
bill for vocational. training, and the City 
chub committee bill already briefly de- 
scribed by Mr. Cooley and Prof. Mead on 
Sunday amd Monday, respectively, a third 
measure has just been formulated in be- 

*half of a committee drawn from several 
organizations, as described by the state 
superintendent. of public instruction, 
Francis G. Blair, who gives herewith a 
brief history and summary of this meas- 
ure. 

Following Mr. Biair’s statement, B. F. 
Harris, who took the initiative in caNing 
the meeting from which this measure 
grew, discusses the subject of vocational 
education as it presents itself to him, 
especially emphasizing the need for agri- 
cultura) education in. the schools. 


BY FRANCIS G. BLAIR. 
[State Superintencent of Public Instruction.] 
The conference - re is the outgrowth 
of a series of conferences on vocational edu- 
cation. The first conference was called by 
B. F. Harris, at that time president of the 
‘State Bankers’ association. The direct od- 


* ject was to promote agricultural! education. 


To this conference were invited representa- 
tives of the state educational commission, 
the State Farmers’ institute, the State Man- 
ufacturers’ association, the State Teachers’ 
association, the State Normal schools, and 
the state university. 

Out of this first conference came the ap- 
potniment of a committee to draft a tenta- 
tive bill pfoviding state aid for the encour- 
agement of work along the lines of mechan- 
ical, agricultural, and domestic vocations. 


Three Measures Considered. 

“The bill proposed by this committee, the 
one proposed by Mr. Cooley for the Com- 
mercial chub, and the one proposed by Mf. 
Wreidt of the CKicago City club were con- 
sideréd at the next conference, at which 
there were representatives of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor and a number of other 
organizations beside those included in the 
first conference. Be 

A committee was appointed by this con- 
ference consisting ofPresident Edmund J. 
James of the State university, Mr. Wreidt 
of the Chicago City club, E. sat none emgthie 
the Commercial club, Julius Rosenwald, and 
George M. Reynolds, representing the busi- 
ness and banking interests: E. R: Wright. 
president of the Illinois Federation of La- 
bor; Frank I. Mann, representing the F 
ers’ institute; O. J. Kern, representing the 
county superintendents of the state; F. M. 
Leavitt of the University of Chicago, and 
Francis G. Biair, state superintendent of 
‘public instruction, 

Special Committee Drafts Bill. 

This subcommittee after a thorough discus- 
sion of the three proposed bills appointed a 

special committee consisting of the superin- 
tendent of public instruction, Mr, Cooley, Mr, 
Kern, and Prof. Leavitt.. This special com- 
mittee held two meetings, out of which came 
the Grafting of a bit which represents the 
views of three of that committe : -This wae 
reperted back to the subcommittee, where it 
was amended in several respects, and will be 
finally acted’ i on Dec. 20: As it now 
stands the bill seeks to incorporate the essen- 
tia) features of all the plane proposed. 

It provides for state aid for vocational and 
prevocational work, all the work to be es- 
tablished and maintained undcr tne present 
system of public'schools, with advisory local 
boards and the state educational commission. 
It differs from the other two bills in providing 
fer state aid to prevocational work in the 
elementary and country schools. 


Seeks to Aid Country Schools. 

It seeks to aid the country schools. 

‘(a)’ By providing means whereby 
they may be associated with some 
central high school which oners vo- 
cational training.

I was moved to my interest in the improve- 
ment of the public school system not from 
the standpoint of an’expert but purely from 
the point of view of a business man “ho real- 
ized that our so-called syetem was not by 
any means abreast of the times. 

Earlier in our work in agriculture and the 
problema of rural life my attention had been 
especialy attracted to the fact thet with 


nois is teaching the farmers’ boys and girls 
nothing of agriculture or home makirg, | 
nor relating their education to the lives the 
children would lead. except in a few volun- 
tary caves. and that the schools themselves 


| are poor enough. 


‘We were chagrined to find there were 10,083 
one room or ungraded country schools, at- 


per cent of them got all the education they 
ever get. Twenty-two hundred of these 
school# have less than fifteen pupils, 650 
less than ten (an average of seven), and 100 
less than’ five, with teachers frequently not 
what they ought to be, usually becauge the 
requirements and salaries are not what they 
should be. 


Better Care for Horses than Schools. 

We found, for inetance, that some farmers, 
directors in a jomt stock company, owning 
a fine stallion, were paying $75 a month for 
a first class caretaker for such a horse. Some 
of these same men, acting as school direct- 
ors, were paying $30 a month for frivolous 
young women from town to train their chil- 
dren and properly equip them as-citizens of 
this great commonwealth. 

As we of the Bankers’ association commit- 
tee on agriculture got further into the work, 
however, it seemed to us the whole system, in 
town and city as well as country, was entire- 
ly out of joint with the times and not re- 
lated or connected up as it should be. 

Therefore we desired, not alone as a com- 


) 


great organization of business men, to be 
so broad in our views and our legistative sug- 
gestions as to benefit every section and class 
in the state. 

Realizing. that many had preceded us in 
such suggestions, especially with reference 
to city schools, and that apparently their re- 
sults had not availed for lack of codperation 
on all sides, it seemed to us that all interested: 
parties should get together. 


Telle of First Conference. 

We therefore called. so far as we can learn, 
the first conference ever assembled in the 
state, of all its primary interests; who appre- 
ciate the necessity for a better and more 
modern public. school system.’ 

The conference was attended by represent- 
ative members and heads of organizations 
representing agriculture, manufacturing. 
labor, banking, public schools, colleges, nor- 
anal schoals, civic, commercial. and profes- 
sional clubs. teachers’ toa aad aa laymen, 
and experts. 

Itisa wholly representative and Sistiieweiide 
conference with the purpose to draft the best 
possible bill for an adequate public school 
system, and its commMktee is earnestly at 
“work on the problem. 

All the people and all our property is taxed 
only on the theory that we are making citt- 
zens, educated for life’s work and its pur- 
poses, and yet is clear the children are not 
getting what they are entitled to nor what 
we pay for in the matter of an education 
fitted to their needs—to the needs of citizen- 


ship. 

It is a fundamental principle that the state 
has an equal interest in the efficiency and 
progress of all its members and the pubiic 
school must net be satisfied with a narrower 
ideal. ~ 


As abe Sees Problem. 

Modern Europe believes that the child is 
not educated until it has been taught to use 
brain and body efficiently for its own main- 
tenance and benefit and for the benefit of its 
feHowe and the state. .

Education in the country should face the 
farm, and in the larger communities the 
trades and industriea, and all our girls be 
homemakers, ali this with the cultural, fully 
as much as the practical benefits in mind. 

While few of our primary and elementary 
schools, either in town or country, are doing 
the real work. intended, yet, the country 
school bas suffered ‘much the most. 

The school course is rarely adapted to the 
needs of rured life and makes little or ne 
attempt to train its pupils for fe and its 
| work. If it attempts anything it is scholar- 
ship rather than efficiency, training for ex- 
amination and routine rather than for power.

Teacher Baris of the Work. 

The teacher is the basis, and determines 
the ultimate success or failure of the work, 
so proper and natural and acquired qualifica- 
tions, with salaries commensurate there- 
with, aré fundamental. 

State aid is absolutely required, not alon? 
as giving the initial or compelling impulse, 
but because many localities cannot finance 
the work which must be viewed as an invest- 
ment not as an expense, for no other states 
or rations have built up a great educational 
or good roads system or a great agriculture 
except by this method. 

The work should be all corelated and the 
system placed under the absolute direction 
of a nonpartisan, nonexpert educational com- 
mission, made up equaHy of employers of 
labor, skilled industrial, commercia), or agri- 
cultural employés, and those experienced in 
educational work, 

The aim and purpose of the curriculum 
must bé to fit for the real purposes of life and 
citizenship, to develop initiative, and while 
neither the joy of work and living nor the 
Teal cultura! value of vocatione! work is to 
be lost sight of, yet the ultimate end must be 
practical, for life is real.and the state's work 
and the people’s money must bring results 
that may be realized upon. 


Quotes from Wright’s Statistics, 

E. R. ‘Wright, president of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor and member of our commit- 
tee, has produced statistics from Massachu- 
setts showing that at the age of 25 years the 
average man’s. wage is $2 for those who ieft 
school at or before 14 years and $4 for those 
who stayed in school until 16 years old. 

Another important feature, and one espe- 
cially appealing to those he represents, is 
statewide standardization of grades and 
school books.

Shirer said, and during the ensuing cichteen 
monthe ceased fiaunting large biMs in and 
around the financial centers. Later. after 
he had been secretly indicted, and believed 
he was safe, because of the s‘atute of Hmi- 
tations, he emerged egsain. In six weeks 
‘hereafter, he said, $6000 in currency came 
out of the Fitzgerald cache. 

Mr. Shirer emphasized.the rule that large 
Sums of money in the porsetsion of a man 
accused of theft or embezzlement wasstr we 
presumptive evidence of guilt.

DEMANDS AMPLE CAPITAL 


Use of Depositors’ Money in Real 
Estate Ventures Prohib- 
ited by Bill. 


A legislative bill to regulate private banks 
in Illinois has been drafted by a subcom- 
mittee of the council committee on judiciary 
and will be presented for action on Friday, 

The subcommittee is composed of Alder- 
men Mayer, Hazen, and McInerney. The 


+ bill will be sent to the council for-recom- 


mendation to the state legislature. 

‘The bill provides for the issuance of cer- 
tificates by the state auditor to persons or 
associations who desire to do a private bank- 
ing businese after the epplicants have set 
forth under oath their financial standing. . 

It provides that any person or persons de- 
siring to establish a private banking instita- 
tion must have an invested capital of at least 
$50,000. Incorporation is net néceseary, 


For Small Cities. 

In. cities of idss than 50,000 population the 
capital invested need not exceed $25,000. The 
fota! amount of money borrowed from the 
bank by its owners must never exceed one- 
twentieth of their assets invested. 

The private bankers may not use the money 
of depositors for real estate operations or for 
barter and trade in commodities. 

The word bank or trust company shal! be 
use@ by no person or firm doing business 
unless holding eae certificate, it is provided. 


Ten Cents on the Dollar? 

The “one man" bank of South Chicago 
which suspended with the death of its orig- 
inator will not pay 10 cents on the doHar. 

Frank Foster, attorney representing Mrs. 
Frank Medosh, the widow and sole heir, says 
Mrs. Medoeh is not legally reeponsiblie for the 
savings which were deposited. 

“It has been hard to make some of the 
depositors understand that the matter is in 
the hands of the court,"’ said Mr. Foster, in 
regard to the case of Tony Buschiv, an Italian 
laborer, the biggest depowitor of funds with 
Medosh.

I never have regretted the part I teok in- 
the Progressive party campaign,” Miss Jane 
Addams told 200 suffragists, members of the 
north side branch of the Illinois Equal Suf- 
frage association, in answer to a question from 
Mrs. Tiffany Blake, president of the organiza- 
tion, as to whether the report were true that 
she much regretted having joined the Progres- 
sive party. 

Miss Addams had just finished an address 
on the growth of the woman movement in 
England and the United States at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Jageph T. Bowen yesterday aft-~- 
ernoon when the question was put to her. 

“My attitude is far from one of regret. In 
fact, I never have before been so sure of my- 
séif on any matter,” she continued. 

“There are many reasons why the Progres- 
sive party appealed to me. The protection 
of working women and for children which 
have been matters of legislation in Europe 
fer years, had not been considered by the 
political partie’ of this country until the Pro- 
= party gave it a place in the plat- 
orm. 

“Since woman's suffrage its a plank in the 
party’s platform it gave me an excellent op- 
portunity to speak for the cause and to learn 
the attitude of men toward it who could not 
be induced to attend a guffrage meeting. I 
found that men are learning that suffrage for 
women ig a matter of practical politics. Some 
soldiers out west told me, ‘If it is good 
enough for the colonel it is geod enough 
for us’”

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“The Affairs of Anatol” 


a Dramatic “Tango.”

E question presents itself: What shall 

be done with “Anatol”? Shall we eye 

it askance as something graceful but 

lewd like the Tango, to be precariously 

enjoyed after the departure of age and 
youth from the scene of festival; or shall we 
regard it gsthetically like a professor in a 
magazine, as a “twilight mood,” an “exotic 
nuance,” something genré, presenting a gay, 
naive aspect of philandery and flirtation? 

Or shall we analyze it as a problem in 
psychology, a criticism of life as it is led by 
others? A film back of a crimson curtain, laden 
with ethical warnings? f®omething to be in- 
vestigated, classified, and pinned seriously to 
the wall like a collected butterfly? Or, again, 
shall we observe it as a brilliant, highly 


human frailties, a smart, sophisticated joke, 
“@ parior story” brightly told?

Well, ‘there were so many differing impres- 
sions about “ Anatol” last evening at the Fine 
Arts theater that even the inscrutable Mr. Win- 
throp Ames, under whose Olympian auspices it 
ware performed, must have at last added the 
word “baffling,” to his vocabulary. As I came 
out I heard that it was not at all the “ Anatol” 
of Wiesbaden, nor yet of Amiens. In Munich 
i+ was so and so, and in Nice likewise. Anatol 
here was the true “toy philosopher”; there the 
carnal esthete, and elsewhere the sentimental 
male .ingenue. Quite a subject, one imagines, 
for Mr. Elmendorf or Mr. Holmes. His women, 
I. heard, were the “frail, larmoyant " types cf 
Greutze, simple, sensuous, “strongly weak,” et 
cetera. Out from the debris of so much travel 
and observation it is not possible to emerge 
— more than a confused sense of helpless- 

, inarticulate—and uninformed. 


— 


However, the purpose of this semi-column 
being news, more or less, it will be put down 
that “Anatol” is a bright ‘evening for the 
superwholesome. As every one knows who was 
there last evening or who will be there in the 
evenings of. the fortnight thereafter, “ Anatol” 
is a sequence of episodes in the life of an un- 
moral young man of Vienna. These episodes are 
not to be recommended for their chastity. They 
involve amorous affairs about which young per- 
sons, home from school for the holidays, should 
know nothing—unless their parents have at- 
tended “The Blindness of Virtue” at the other 
end of the hall. But as mature diversion they 
are tonic. bout Mr. Schnitzler, who wrote 
them, and ut Mr. Granville Barker, who para- 
them in English, no details are neces- 
sary. It may be said that the version of “ Ana- 
tol” performed three floors ‘above by Mr. Mau- 
rice Browne and his maidens, in the Little the- 
ater, is more courageous, for Mr. Ames has put 
his blue pencil through many human lines of 
the play left spoken by the courageous Mr. 
Browne.

Mr. John Barrymore played Anatol He 
seemed to realize that Anatol is not one char- 
acter but many—a different man superficially in 
every episode. Esthetic now, animal then, wise 
here, foolish everywhere—he fitted into the 
series as, perhaps, no other American actor 
would fit. It is te be regretted that occasion- 
ally his distrust of audiences (formed from bit- 
ter experience) caused him to revert to his mu- 
gical comedy tricks. Particularly was this to 
be lamented in the episode th Mimi, per- 
forined vividly, perhaps too vividly, by Miss 
Doris Keane as the hungry coryphée. He was 
lurid therein, but he was not so in the most 
tmmoral of the episodes—that of the married 
Gabrielle, who met him in the rain in front of 
a Christmas shop. A bit of a tragedy in that 
incident, and bedutifuly set forth by Miss Kath- 
Emmet and Mr. Barrymore.

“Group Rivalry in the City. 

Except for some temporary emergency the 
city has no unity, no general public, accord- 
ing to President George E. Vincent of the 
University of Minnesota, in his lecture on 
** Group Rivalry, in the City” last night in 
Fullerton hall. 

“Rather it is an arena where hundreds of 
special interests contend for power and prom- 
inence,” said Dr. Vincent. “We find the 
public divided into groups on every conceiva- 
ble basis, religion, work, taste, taxes, or food, 
and these groups protecting themselves by 
boosters’ egotism. Loyalty to the group 
often turns out to demand.a poor opinion of 
all other groups. There lies the danger. 

“The big problem of the city is not to 
destroy these special interests. Nothing 
could be more nearsighted and provincial than 
a desire to see 2,000,000 inhabitants in one 
great group, and all our foreigners making 
themselves over into replicas of the average 
Anglo-American. We suffer not from the 
fact of race groups in our cities vut from the 
failure of these different races to interpret 
each other sympathetically, What we need 
are men and women who can shake off the 
trammels of class.”

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Fighting Cosi Br Living.’ 


BY fi ELEANOR O’DONNELL, 
Too Much Money Borrowed. 


“I approve of some of the things Fred Davi- 
son says, hut not all, He is asking too much of 
the women. Hie is right when he protests 
against people starving themselves.to reduce the 
cost of living. I am a poor man, but I never 
sit‘down to such meals as some of the women 
describe. A man could not work on such fare. 

“ One time I took a family into the house with 
us. There were three of them and two of us. I 
paid aur board and let them furnish the table. 
But later I volunteered to help them by giving 
them the use of the chickens and three good 
COWS. 

“The woman ladled the butter from the churn 
with her hand and worked it between her two 
hands as a boy would make a snowball. She 
Set a poor table and never washed the distLes 
till she needed them for the next meal. And 
there was enough wasted to have fed another 
family of five if it had been properly prepared. 


‘There are many such women in the country and 


more of them in the city. Now, if such women 
would learn to cook and manage the affairs of 
the kitchen it would help some. But we had 
these poor cooks and pook managers when living 
was cheap, and the trouble cannot all be laid at 
the door of the woman. 

“As to the woman voting, she pays taxes and 
is subject to the man made laws, and it is only 
fair that she should have her say if she wants 
it. But she probably has less time to inform 
herself, and I am not sure she would vote more 
intelligently than the man. Why don’t the men 
do some voting, or are they now doing too much 
of it? One of the most prolific causes of the 
high’ cost of living is the bonded indebtedness. 
The men are going crazy over borrowing money 
and voting bonds for security. Nearly every. 
city from New York and Chicago down to the 
little cauntry ‘town is carrying a load of inter- 


‘est bearing bonds. The same is true of every 


political division of the country from the United 
States down to the township. There is hardly 
an election any more without a proposition to 
vote bonds for @ne fool thing or another, and 
the men go on voting more bonds. It takes an 
enormous sum of money to pay the interest on 
all this bonded indebtedness. In the country the 
landlord shifts the burden on to the tenant 
farmer by charging a double rent. In the city 
it is shifted on to the butcher and the grocery 
man, and it is shifted on to the next fellow 
below till it reaches the consumer. As the con- 
sumer is at the bottom, he bears the brunt of 
the burden. One of the worst things about it, 
the poor man with an income of $500 or less 
must pay as much, dollar for dollar, as the 
bloated bondholder with an income of $5,000 or 
more. The poor men are largely in the major- 
ity, and if they oniy had the gumption to vote 
for their own interest they could defeat most df 
the bond propositions. 

“At the close of the war of the rebellion the 
cost of living was about as high as it is now, 
but as the war debt was gradually decreased 
the cost of living decreased in proportion.

“J always like to give every one -a little 
remembrance. Last year I bought them in the 
TO cent store. I was a little girl then—this 
year I’m 16, and I thought I could do better 
than that if I tried. Mother always gives me 
$5, but I have twenty presents to buy and I 
never used to have very ni¢e ones to show for 
the money. 

“This year I bought $3 worth of different 
colored tissue paper, 90 cents’ worth of rifb- 
bon, and 10 cents’ worth of white varnish. I 
made the paper.in rope by braiding it and have 
made different things for every one, from lamp 
shades to photo holders, even a little cart for 
the youngest of all. I sewed the braided rope 
together, then gave it one or two coats of 
varnish to stiffen it, and I have presents for.

Toy Ship Far at Sea. 


The herring boat Pansy brought into Yar- 
mouth, England, a three foot model ship, fully 
rigged, which was picked up at sea sixty miles 
east of Spurn point. 

The little vessel was found to contain a cargo, 
carefully battened down under the hatches-—a 
bottle containing a number of picture postcards, 
thirty-seven pfennigs in nickel, and a request 
that the postcards, which were addressed to 
Nordenham, Gustemunde; and other German 
towns, should be posted. — 

The accompanying letter stated that the cards 
wére from the crew of a Nordenham lugger and 
that the model ship had been set afloat off the 
Dogger bank on Sept. 14. Each card was in- 
dorsed “By bottle post, from the high sea.” 

The thirty-seven pfennigs being insufficient 
to pay the postage from this country, the cards 
were handed to the captain of a German steam- 
er who was about to sail from Yarmouth with 
herring, to be posted on his arrival in Germany. 

The model ship is well made and weighted 
with iron bolts at the keel to keep it upright. 
It is thought that the Nordenham lugger from 
which this novel postal enterprise emanates is 
one of several which spend many weeks on the 
herring grounds curing the fish as they, catch 
them. 5

The 
little square of paste, on one-half of which is 
placed the little marble of meat paste, the rest 
turned over it and the edges piqued with a 
fine cutter, is made as follows: Ten ounces of 
flour, one-half an ounce. of fresh butter, two 
yolks of eggs, a pinch of galt, a little tepid 
water.

The price of thig soup, quenelles and all, was 
given as 6 cents a head. The prices for most 
things are the same in Italy as tn Engiand, it 
was stated, except that meat is dearer and 
poultry not so expensive. 

The quenelles were cooked in the soup as 
dumplings would be at home, but the poor 
people of Italy cook these in a tomato sauce, 
making them larger, I believe it was stated, 
and use them as a dish instead ee with soup.

ITALIAN SAUSAGE AND SPINACH—The 
Sausages were stuffed pig's feet instead of 
stuffed skins, and it was explained that Italians 
never used bread crumbs in making their sau- 
Sages as the English do. The spinach for the 
garnish, or rather accompaniment, was boiled, 
pressed in the hand, and cut thin instead of being 
mashed. Some bacon was then tried out and 
the spinach put into the pan, where it was 
cooked for some time, perhaps twenty minutes. 
To it was added a bit of butter and a bit of 
garlic. Right here it was‘ explained that the 
Italians do not use soa much garlic and olive 
oll as they have been reported as doing. This 
whole dish was garnished with pignolas among 
the spinach. These are the pine nuts which 
are much used in Spain and Italy.

The polenta is nothing 
more than our mush, or hasty pudding, but 


seems a trifle different because the Italians’ 


grind their corn by a somewhat different proc- 
ess. It was explained that it ts easy to spoil 
polenta in the making, so it is better to make 


- it in a double boiler. 


The Fonduta—BHight ounces of cheese, one- 
fourth of a pint of milk to soften the cheese 
with, one-fourth of a teagpoon of butter in a 
saucepan, Add the yolks of two eggs and cook 


: (I think this was stirred all the time). 


The Pudding—Cut the cold polenta in thin 
slices. Cold polenta absorbs lesé of the cheese. 
Put the polenta and fonduta together in a bak- 
ing dish in layers and then put in an oven so 
that the two will amalgamate. 

The truffle, something quite unknown to us 
except in expensive bottles, was used raw in- 
stead of cooked. The cheese used was a good 
deal like our best American cheese, perhaps 
a little more curdlike. The truffle, i¢ was ex« 
plained, ig more pungent than the French 
truffle. The Italians do not think they can get 
ont at Christmas without the truffle. 

Polenta, made simply of maize flour (our 
corn meal), salt and water, takes the place 
of bread in the rural districts in Italy, the 
peasants in the north especially preferring it to 
bread and eat it once a day. It must be 
cooked right, or it is heavy. When combined 
with another of the great national foods it 
makes a much nicer dish than our fried mush.

The crimes are all charged to Chicago crooks, who 
came to Kenosha With the fight crowd.

“ The’ coming amendment will ‘provide a 
special blanket permit for those dealing ex- 
clusfvely im stocks and bonds, requiring 
them to file statements, so the banking 
department Can investigate their reputa- 
tion. When their reliability is certified, a 
permit will be issued allowing them to sell 
what they please by merely fling a list of 
néw securities, which may be examined as 
early as possible. The department reserves 
the right-to revoke the permit if the com- 
pantes are found handling quéstionablke se- 
curities, a 

* With this provision:in the law, I see no 
reason. why any legitimate investmert 
banker should object to the law. The only 
delay in the matter would be when the in- 
vestnent banker makes application, when 
it would be necessary to investigate the ap- 
phicant thoroughly, which should not take 
long. 

" “Wants Investments Scrutinized. 

“The investigation cannot be disposed 
of without defeating the purpose and effect 
of the law, and I believe that every legiti- 
mate investment banker courts proper in- 
vestigation. 

“The law has saved the Kansas people 
more money during the time ft has been in 
operation than it takes to run our entire 
state government, and this money was large- 
ly. saved to a class of citizens who can least 
afford to lose it, whose knowledge of busi- 
ness is Umited, and who are more or léss 
at the mercy of the dishonesty and shrewd- 
ness of this class of. confidence men and 
thieves. 

“T believe any law which accomplishes 
such results. should be ,upheld by neal 
zens and all honest and reputabie busi 
organisatiqns. If the law is found against 
the interests of, any special class of legiti- 
mate business, but at the same time in the 
interests of a large majority of our people, 
that special class should geek its amend- 
ment’ in that seh rear and not condemn 
the whole law,

of legitimate business who in this case are 
the illegitimate imvestment bankers « 
chance to use their actions and statements 
in defeating one of the best measures ever 
enacted: This is practically what the In- 
vestment Bankers’ association has done.
